The most Im portant thing to know in the present 
eight year 
depression is the things 
which

caused this depression. 
It is by all odds the w orst 
depression in our history and the first tim e in our 
history th a t for any length of tim e we have not 
increased our national income and the num ber of 
people gainfully employed. 


W e believe th at the real reason for unem ploy­ 
m ent, and the only reason, J* monopolies—monopolies 
in capital, 
monopolies in governm ent 
action and 
monopolies 
in labor. We m ight also 
include the 
monopoly granted the banks to m anufacture check­ 
book m oney and the right of the banks to destroy 
check-book money. 


W hen w* 
analyze the law s passed in the last 
quarter of a century which have encouraged m onop­ 
olies, we begin to get a little idea of the difficulty 
of free enterprise, the difficulty of people w ith ideas 
of putting th eir ideas into effect because they are 
blocked in so m any w ays by law s which protect 
monopolies. 


We do not believe th a t bigness, or w hat m ight 
be called an earned monopoly, in any w ay in te r­ 
feres w ith em ploym ent or raising the standard of 
living. 
It is the monopolies fostered and encouraged 
by governm ent law s th a t are our trouble. 
By our bank laws, we have established w hat is 
known as confidence money th a t expands and con­ 
tract* rapidly, causing prices to fluctuate more ra p ­ 
idly than any of the leading European countries. 


Why Monopolies 
We have monopolies because people are of the 
opinion th a t com petition is harm ful. 
They have 
discarded the idea th a t com petition is the life of 
trade and th a t eternal bankruptcy is the price of 
progress. 
In other words, we have become soft 
and are trying to protect ourselves by artificial law'* 
and 
violating 
natural 
laws. 
And 
the 
more 
we 
establish monopolies in an attem p t to protect our­ 
selves the mor* we demand more monopolies to pro­ 
tect us in the errors vie have form erly made. 
Paul Mallon quotes a congressman as saying that 
the proposed farm legislation would be the most 
severe regimentation ever attempted on any free 
people. 
He Jokingly remarks that it will take all 
the unemployed and part of the navy and army 
to enforce these laws if they are passed. 
We seem to have little conception of the evils of 
monopolies established by law and we are paying 
the penalty.

Forest Supervisor A. G. Brenneis, in San 
Diego, announces that the general rains of 
last week have abated the fire hazard suf­ 
ficiently to consider the 1937 fire season def­ 
initely closed. 
This means that the no- 
smoking ban is lifted and all fire closures in 
the Trabuco district have been opened. 
The Cleveland National forest, much of 
which is located in Orange county, this year 
established the best record in the history of 
the forest. 
During the 1937 season there 
were but 27 fires in the Cleveland National 
forest with only 42 acres burned inside the 
forest boundary. 
While fast initial attack with well trained 
tank crews and CCC suppression squads 
made it possible to hold the acreage burned 
to an exceptionally low figure, the splendid 
cooperation of the ranchers and forest users 
in the case of fire was a decided factor in 
establishing this record this year. 
Though the fire season is considered closed 
for this year. Mr. Brenneis cautions persons 
against carelessness with fire in the forest 
throughout the winter months. 
He states 
that it is not unusual to have long periods of 
extremely dry. windy weather following the 
winter rains and some very serious fires 
have occurred during these periods.

W ASHINGTON, D. C.—The de­ 
feat of th e W ages-A nd-H ours Bill 
carries its lessons on its face. 
A lot of fun has been m ade of 
people who say: 
“I am for such 
and such an objective of the P re s­ 
ident, but I can’t accept this or th at 
m ethod of reaching it." 
O. K. A ny­ 
thing too often repeated gets tire ­ 
some. 
N othing I can recall ever 
gave me a g reater pain in the neck 
than to be constantly rem inded at 
the age of 5, or thereabouts, th a t 2 
plus 2 equals four. 
Yet, It still re ­ 
m ains an 
unescapable, 
if 
rath er 
tiresom e, facL 
The principle of a floor under 
wages and a celling over hours was 
and rem ains good and popular. The 
trouble w ith the W ages-A nd-H ours 
Bill was th a t it used this proper 
and desirable objective as a cack 
on w hich to hang the costum es of a 
regular 
m asquerade 
of 
economic 
and political horrors. 
The purpose of the popular de­ 
m and w as to protect decent work­ 
ing standards. 
But the purpose of 
the bill w as to eat up a bureau­ 
cratic 
dictatorship 
over 
all 
em ­ 
ployers. 
The strategy was to cas­ 
tigate any Congressm an who re ­ 
fused to sw allow the shell with the 
nut, as an enem y of the w age-hour 
principle. 
“So you w on't vote for 
labor’s rights, huh." 
It wan just 
too raw. 
E xactly the sam e strategy and 
practice are being used in the Farm 
BHL 
The H ouse and Senate ver­ 
sions of th a t m easure are 
twin 
m onstrosities. 
Both set up a far 
worse d ictatorship and the proba­ 
bility of a m uch more hideous mess 
than 
the 
defeated 
W ages-A nd- 
H ours Bill. 
B ut the Farm Bill got 
by both H ouses 
notw ithstanding 
the 
alm ost 
universal 
agreem ent 
am ong stu d en ts of its provisions 
th a t it is ro tten to the core. W hy? 
The answ er is perfectly simple. 
It has tw o branches — patronage 


and obscurity. 
The W ages-A nd- 
H ours Bill provided no “gentle rain 
of checks” for anybody. 
It did not 
raid the public purse. 
The Farm 
Bill Is a blank check on the T rea s­ 
ury. 
Nobody 
know s 
how' 
m any 
hundreds of m illions Mr. W allace Is 
going to take from Mr. M orgonthau 
to pay for the farm ers’ com pliance 
in accom plishing his own ruin. 
It 
m ight be as m uch as a billion and 
a half dollars. 
No Congressm an 
dares to kill S anta C laus and few 
to vote again him. 
The W ages-A nd-H ours Bill was 
a m uch sim pler proposition. 
It was 
easier to expose its horrors. 
N o­ 
body could successfully defend the 
Farm Bill in any im partial non­ 
political forum . 
B ut there is no 
such forum and the country has no 
idea of the atrocities tucked aw ay 
in its m ultiple obscurities. 
Very 
few Congressm en have, 
lf it could 
be thoroughly aired and its provi­ 
sions clarified for public consum p­ 
tion, it would probably get no fu r­ 
th er than the Black-C onnery Bill. 
B ut there seem s to be no way to do 
th at. 
In some com bination of the 
H ouse and Senate versions, it will 
become a law and the country will 
be com m itted to the m ost d isas­ 
trous experim ent on the broadest 
scale yet imagined. 
T here is scarcely a single voice 
raised In opposition to the principle 
of “equality for agriculture” in our 
econom ic system . 
The people are 
willing to have it accorded and to 
pay for it—ju st as they approved 
the idea of stabilization of w orking 
standards. 
But there is no more 
excuse for p ro stituting th at w ill­ 
ingness to put over a Fascist con­ 
trol of agriculture than there ir for 
trying to fenaglc the popular su p ­ 
port of w ag es-an d -hours legislation 
into a Fascist control of labor. 
B anal as It m ay be, I still favor 
these objectives but condem n these 
m ethods.

sion that reduces living costs and raises real wages.
